Riddle.  After  their  joint  ap- 
loovid,  the  manuscript  is  prinb 
ed  in  booldet  form.  - -

than  200  colleges  and  universi¬ 
ties  on  an  exchange  program. 

Dr.  Mueller  urges  any  facul¬ 
ty  member  who  is  Interested 
in  furthering  the  program  to 
submit  a  manuscript  to  the 
committee. 


Northwest  Missouri  State 
College  next  fall  will  inaugu¬ 
rate  the  nation’s  first  two-year 
terminal  program  for  the  train¬ 
ing  of  dairy  processing  tech¬ 
nicians. 

The  pilot  course  of  study 
was  approved  recently  at  the 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Regents.  Financed  coopera¬ 
tively  by  MSC,  state  and  Fed- 
ral  agencies,  the  new  program 
has  been  approved  by  the  Mis¬ 
souri  Department  of  Education, 
Vocational  Division.  Govern¬ 
mental  subsidizing  of  the  pro¬ 
ject  comes  as  a  result  of  the 
Vocational  Act  of  1963. 

“We  will  be  able  to  take 
the  student  through  every 
phase  of  the  dairy  processing 
business  from  the  time  the 
cows  are.  milked  right  throng 
the  steps  of  clarifying,  faomo- 
genizlng,  pasteurizing,  stand¬ 
ardizing  and  packing  ot 
fluid  milk,'*  emphasized  Dr. 
John  Seeks,  chairman  of  iVlSC's 
department  of  agriculture  and 
innovator  of  tte  program. 

Students  will  also  receive 
training  ia  processing  of  ice 
cream,  soft  cheese,  and 
hard  cheese.  “Quality  con- 

. trol  ..iirlll.  be  stressed,'*.  Dr. 

Becks  noted: 

Approximately  20  new  stu¬ 
dents  will  be  added  to  the  pro¬ 
gram  each  year.  Although  in¬ 
tended  as  a  two-year  terminal 
course  of  study  for  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  technicians  for  toe  dairy 
industry,  approximately  75  per 
cent  of  toe  course  work  will  be 


applicable  for  a  college  degree. 
During  sununers  between  toe 
two  years  of  study,  students  in 
the  program  will  be  placed  in 
on-tiie-job-tralning  positions  at 
dairies  throughout  toe  area. 

In  addition  to  learning  how 
to  operate  a  large  variety  of 
tecfa^cal  equipment,  students 
in  the  program  will  learn  main¬ 
tenance  and  repair  of  equip¬ 
ment. 

Most  of  the  dairy  equipment 
needed  to  implement  toe  pro¬ 
gram  is  on  order.  A  50  by  30 
foot  building  to  house  the  pro¬ 
cessing  plant  and  serve  as  a 
classroom  and  laboratory  will 
be  erected  adjacent  to  the  pres¬ 
ent  modern  milking  parlor  re¬ 
cently  constructed  on  the  R.  T, 
Wright  College  Farm. 

A  full-time  dairy  technician 


with  experience  In  the  dairy 
business  will  be  hired  to  man¬ 
age  the  program. 

Hie  college  already  pos¬ 
sesses  a  modem  daiiy  herd 
operaUoa  whicb  produces 
Grade  A  milk  with  the  use 
ef  p^eline  milkers.  The 
present  herd  of  50  regis¬ 
tered  Holstein  and  Jersey 
milk  cows  will  be  increased 
to  75  in  the  sear  futme, 
according  to  Dr.  Beeks. 

When  toe  new  program  is  im¬ 
plemented,  the  dai^  process¬ 
ing  plant  will  produce  about 
20,000  pounds  of  fluid  milk  per 
week,  enough  to  serve  the 
needs  of  the  college  campus. 
Limited  amounts  of  cottage 
cheese  and  ice  cream  will  also 
be  produced.

He  has 
c^so  ,  instructed .  classes  at' toe 
Naval  Research  Laboratory, 
Washington,  D.  C.;  Georgia  In¬ 
stitute  of  Technology,  Atlanta, 
and  toe.  University  of  Mary¬ 
land,  College  Park.  Before  re¬ 
turning  to  MSC,  he  taught  at 
the  University  of  Southern 
Florida,  Tanipa. 

.  Dr.  Cooper  received  his  BS 
in  education  degree  from  MSC 
in  1936.  He  received  his  mas¬ 
ters  from  the  University  of 
Missouri  iii  1938  and  his  PhD 
in  1940.  During  the  summer  of 
1961,  he  attended  Oakridge  In¬ 
stitute  of  Nuclear  Studies,  Oak- 
ridge,  T^n. 

Before  the  war,  Dr.  Cooper 
did  specialized  research  in  toe 
field  of  cosmic  rays.

In  order  to  support  their  pro¬ 
posal,  the  AWS  dress  com¬ 
mittee  sent  a  questionnaire  last 
spring  to  all  the  women  who 
eat  in  the  college  dining  halls. 
Both  questions:  "Would  you 
wear  slacks  to  dinner  if  you 
could?”  and  “Should  the  pres¬ 
ent  dress  policy  be  changed?” 
were  answered  “yes”  by  a 
large  majority. 

The  committee  also  wrote 
letters  to  other  colleges  to  as¬ 
certain  their  policies.  They  re¬ 
ceived  eight  replies,  four  stat¬ 
ing  that  women  were  not  al- 
lowed;  to  wear  slacks  and  four 
stating  that  women  could  wear 
.,  ^ythin^;'to  evening  meals.

The  .  students  -  ;  who  .^support* 
the  issue,  however;  believe  that 
college  women  are  mature 
enough  to  decide  for  *  theni- 
selves  what  they  want  to  wear 
to  dinner.'  If  a  student  does  not 
have  late  afternoon  classes  or 
if  she  has  activities  imme¬ 
diately  before  or  after  dinner 
that  call  for  v/earing  slacks, 
it  would  be  much  more  con¬ 
venient  to  go  to  dinner  dressed 
the  way  she  is  than  to  have 
to  return  to  her  room  and 
change  into  a  skirt. 

Considering  social  graces 
and  poor  image  ideas,  one 
might  point  out  that  women 


do  not  look  any  worse  In  neat 
slacks  and  sweaters  Uian  they 
do  in  short,  tight  skirt/s  or 
short,  baggy  shift  dresses.  The 
causal  clones  that  niany  wom¬ 
en  wear  to  classes  are  not  for¬ 
mal  enough  to  make  table  man¬ 
ners  any  better  than  they  would 
be  if  women  wore  slaeks  to  din- 
ner. 

Visiting  dignitaries  on  cam¬ 
pus  {0*0  much  more  likely  to 
see  students  in  the  Den,  where, 
slacks  are  permitted,  than  in 
the  cafeterias.  Furthermore, 
there  wouldn’t  be  very  •  many 
campus  gaests  who  would  be 
shocked  to  see  women  eating 
in  slacks.  In  fact,  they  might' 
be  favorably  impressed  that 
this  school  is  progressive 
enough  to  allow  women  to 
dress  to  meet  their  needs. 

Certainly  women  students  at 
MSC  are  responsible  enough  to 
use  iriature  judgment  and  good 
taste  in  developing  their  per¬ 
sonal  appearance  while  they 
are  also  meeting  the  demands 
of  convenience  and  college 
sponsored  activities  in  which 
they  participate.

To  Cyide  U.S.  Olympic  Cagers 


Newcomer  Tony  Masters  Has 
3-Way  Athletic  Experience

MSC’s  aolable  claim  to  fame 
in  the  sports  world,  Henry  Iba, 
recently  received  his  second 
consecutive  appointment  *  as 
mentor  of  the  United  States 
Olympic  basketball  squad. 

Coach  Iba,  who  has  spent  his 
last  33  years  at  OldoCioma 
State  University,  has  ac^ted 
not  only  a  great  hoonor  in  the 
Olympic  meatorsil^,  but  also 
a  great  responsibility  to  keep 
(^ve  the  48  -  game  wimuog 
streak  compiled  by  the  United 
States  Ol^pic  basketball 
teams.  In  1964,  he  added  nine 
games  and  another  gold  medal 
to  tite  record  of  the  yet  uo* 
beatea  U.  S.  roundbaUers. 

Marking  the  time  fOr 
the  same  coach  to  direct  the 
U.  S.  cagets  twice  m  success 
skxL,  Iba's  appoudmntt  rep- 
reseots  a  crown  on  a  career  of 
coUege  coaching  that  began  at 
Notti^est  Missouri  State. 

Iba«  an  MSC  graduate,  prac¬ 
tically  brought  the  Bearcat 
baskOtbam  team  with  him  wh^ 
he  came  to  Mairsrvilis  in  1929 
from  Classen  School  in 
Oldahoma  City,  where  he  al¬ 
ready  had  a  state  champioa- 
stup  and  a  naxner-up  positioa 
in  the  oatioaol  iaterschoilastic 
touni^  on  his  coadbing  rec¬ 
ord.  Jade  McCradkea,  an  AAU 
All-American  eight  Hmes  and 
the  AAtTs  **Greatc»t  Player  ot 
AH  Tirae**  in  1949;  Ridand 
Miner,  aiQdetlc  director  bt 
MSC  today,  and  Elmo  Wright 
played  under  Iba  at  Oiass^ 
High  and  followed  him  to 
Maryvilie.

played  for  him.” 

Coach  Iba  guided  the  Bear¬ 
cats  to  31  straight  vie  lories 
durinig  his  first  season  and  ad¬ 
ded  11  more  the  following  year 
for  an  unprecedented  42  con¬ 
secutive  triumphs  —  tlie  long¬ 
est  sitring  in  coliegie  annals  at 
that  time.  He  left  MSC  a/t  the 
end  of  the  1933  season  and 
went  to  Colorado  University, 
where  he  coached  for  a  ye^ 
before  going  to  OSU. 

Today,  with  782  victiories  and 
302  to  base  his  play- 

making  on,  Iba  is  known  not 
only  for  Ms  success,  but  niLso 
for  his  style  in  coadiing.  His 
ideas  of  possessioa  ball  and  a 
strict  man  -  to  -  man  defense 
have  permeated  chapters  in 
the  sitirategy  of  basketball. 

Coach  Iba  is  a  rdent- 
less  competitor,  but  be  is 
also  a  realist.  Four  years 
ago,  when  be  first  took  the 
U.  8.  Olympic  reins,  he 
warned  that  “the  United 
States*  winning  streak 
can’t  last  forever.** 

After  receiving  word  of  his 
second  appokAment,  Iba  said, 
“We'll  have  to  get  our  best 
avaalabte  tMent  and  work  hard, 
in  the  six  werics  we  hove  for

Sears 
hit  19  points;  Goodson  13,  and 
Howren  18. 

Southwest  Missouri  State 
rolled  to  an'  82-60  win  over 
MSC  on  Feb.  3.  The  outsized 
Bearcats  were  never  able  to 
pull  ahead  of  the  Bears,  who 
are  ranked  fourth  in  small 
college  basketball  teams. 

The  hot  shooting  Mules  from 
Central  State  College  handed 
the  ’Cats  another  defeat  in  88-76 
style  on  Feb.  5. 

The  Mules  hit  35  of  6S  field 
attempts  for  a  53.8  percentage.
